A wild youth 17 years old. Imbued 
with an Insane desire to rob & bank 
In true dime-novel fashion, shot and 
killed the cashier and dangerously 
wounded the president of a New Al¬ 
bany banking Institution yesterday 
morning. Then he turned his revolver 
Into the body of the negro chauffeur, 
who had hauled him from Louisville on 
his mission of death under duress. 
Thomas Jefferson Hall Is the name of 
the boy bandit. J. Hungary Fawcett, 
prominent in financial and social circles 
on both sides of the river. Is (he dead 
cashlef; James K Woodward, equally* 
well known, the bank president, whose 
life hangs In the balance, and James 
Tucker Is the colored chaufTeur. who 
Is believed to be mortally wounded. 

The Attempted robbery occurred 
shortly before noon In the Merchants* 
National Bnnk, corner of Pearl and 
Main streets. New Albany. After 
causing a reign of terror that lasted 
fully ten minutes. Hall made a dash to 
the river, with the police In hot pur¬ 
suit. He was captured on a sand bar 
in the river thirty minutes later. It 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
the police prevented an angry mob from 
using lynch law on the mad boy. He 
was hurried In a wagon to the New 
Albany Jail through an angry and 
threatening crowd. 

Fearing further vlolenoe, the police 
Officials packed the boy murderer In an 
automobile and dashed to the Indiana 
Reformatory at Jeffersonvllls, where 
Hall waa placed In a cell in the hospital 
building for safekeeping.

There the lone bandit spent the night. 
With sealed lips he at first refused to re¬ 
veal his Identity. Last night at 6 o'clock 
his father was found at 802 Preston 
street. William J. Hall, the father, 
listened to the description of the des¬ 
perado and then acknowledged that the 
boy was his son. Hall, when confront¬ 
ed with the statement of hla parent, 
later admitted his identity. 

Hall entered the bank armed with 
five revolvers and hundreds of cart¬ 
ridges. He gained entrance through a 
rear door, being admitted by a negro 
porter. He forced Tucker to go Into the 
bank ahead of him. Mr. Fawcett has 
Just come from the barber shop next 
door. 

“Hands up; everybody into the 
vault," commanded Hall, waving two 
long, dark revolvers, one In each hand. 
Almost before the panic-stricken men 
behind the cages In the bank could 
obey the frenzied orders of the boy he 
opened fire with both guns, seemingly 
without provocatlop, 


The boy bandit was cool and com¬ 
posed tn his cell after the shooting. 
When questioned by repurters hi* high 
temper asserted Itself In an’Impotent 
mg»* He rofused to answer uny ques¬ 
tions bearing upon the details of the 
busiest day In his short span of years 

‘Tin sorry for what I did,** he said, 
“and 1 know that nobody can help me 
,ngw. The negro didn't know what he 
was doing. I am the only guilty per¬ 
son. I'm not saying why 1 did It and 
I'm not afraid of the consequence*. It's 
done and there Isn't any use of talking 
about It.** 

Wliul prompted the boy to shoot will 
probably never be known unless he 
consents to talk later on. He hAd 
planned to dash from the scene of the 
robbery in an automobile Finding the 
negro driver obdurate, he broke and 
ran for the liver. The shooting, taking 
place os it did on the busiest comer :i\ 
New Albany, attracted thousands of 
people to the spot In a very few min¬ 
utes. 

Police Capt. Adam* ran up to the 
bank Just ns Hall broke and run to¬ 
ward the river, after shooting the 
chauffeur. Strung out behind the fly¬ 
ing desperado wore hundreds of excited 
men. Across lots and between build¬ 
ing*. Hall made hi* way to the river. 
Getting under the shelving bank, he 
turned west. running along the shore. 
After going a distance of several blocks 
he Jumped Into a Johnboat tied to the 
shore And began to row with all the 
strength at his command for the Ken¬ 
tucky shore. Capt. Adam*. “Buck" 
Shuck and a miui named Armstrong 
piled Into another boat tied near by. 
The race in tho strong current of the 
river then began.

Cashier Fawcett Into the bank, farming 
him to hold up hie hands a* he en¬ 
tered, but this proved to be unfounded. 
Mr. Fawcett had boen In tho bank 
ibout a minute when the robber en¬ 
tered. He held up hts hands when told 
to do so. and went Into the vault. 

Walter Gsdlent, assistant bookkeep¬ 
er. bears out the statement of th© negro 
Tucker, when he says the negro re¬ 
fused to obey order*, and then Hall 
shot at him. The bank officials in 
their statements wore under the Im¬ 
pression that th© robber entered the 
bank with Mr. Fawcett. 

Capt. Thomas Cannon, night chief of 
the New Albany police force, who has 
a clear conception of the robbery and 
murder, told the story In brief lost 
night. He said: 

“The side door, leading Into the 
!*tnk from Pearl *rtreet, which I* only 
used by the officers of the bank, and 
Is usually locked, was not locked at 
11 o'clock yesterday. Hall went to 
this side door with Tucker and walked 
In. Henry Alexander, the bank Jani¬ 
tor, was inside of this door There 
is another door leading Into the tank 
preper. Alexander was forced at the 
point of two revolvers to open this 
door. Mr. Fawcett was close to the 
door. The shooting ’began Immediately 
after. ’ There was no shooting on the 
street; all of It was in the bnnk. I 
would not care to say Just new whether 
I believe th© negroes are guilty or 
not."

Hall** father, who owns a little an¬ 
tique furniture store at 802 Preston 
street, said that his boy had poisoned 
hi* mind with cheap novels. Cigarettes 
and drink played no part In leading up 
to the lad s wild career of death. Ac¬ 
cording to the statement of Tucker, 
who l* a chauffeur in th© employ of 
Mrs. Walter N. Esoott. Hall met him 
at the garage in Louisville, and at the 
point of a pistol made him drive to 
New Albany. 

The Hall family came from Knox¬ 
ville. Tenn . to New f Albany five months 
ago. The father opened a store diagon¬ 
ally opposite from the bank where th© 
hold-up occurred. The boy admits be- 


Hall whs making his way to the dike 
and sandbar opposite Slider * coal dock. 
Tied to the dike was a shanty boat. The 
police called to the shantyboat men to 
stop Hall. Hall was pulling so hard at 
the oar* that he often fell back Into 
th© boat upon missing a stroke. The 
shuntyboAt men seeing that Hail wos 
attempting to get away from the of¬ 
ficers and not knowing that he was 
armed, walked out on tho dike with 
double-barreled shotguns and ordered 
him to quit rowing. Hall disobeyed 
their commands to stop rawing, but 
pulled his boat hard upon the sand af 
th© dike. He Jumped out and then 
dropped to the ground exhausted. The 
police quickly relieved him of hi* five 
revolvers end tied him hand and foot. 

Then the perilous Journey through 
the excited crowd to th© Jail was be¬ 
gun. Hall was ordered to feign death 
and only hi* acting saved him from 
mob violence, the officers believe. 

At the home of Hall's father, a largo 
cabinet, made out of a drygoods box. 
was discovered last night. The father 
said that his boy had mad© It. The 
shipping cA*e was addressed on the 
outside to "R. J. Smith, Knoxville, 
Tenn." Th© youth had made a door In 
ion© side, which opened on hinge* In¬ 
side he had constructed a snug little 
room, which wa* waterproof. There 
wa* a five-gallon can of water In tho 
box. u rough bed, a place for food and 
a »mg filled with dark lanterns, false 
whisker* and other pa rnp hern alia which 
figures *o strongly In Jess* James 
bear the conversation distinctly," 


Alexander has been with the bank 
many year*. He was locked up. He 
denies any guilty knowledge of the 
robbery, and says he was foroed to open 
the door. He had never seen Tucker 
before. 

*1 her© were conflicting stories about 
th© shooting after th© tragedy hap¬ 
pened. It waa first reported that the 
robber had shot tho negro Tucxer on the 
sidewalk, after he had refused to drive 
him away, but thlk proved to be un¬ 
founded. 

The negro. James Tucker, mad© an 
ante-morb th statement before tho au¬ 
thorities late yesterday afternoon.

Mr. Fawcett come tn with a man be¬ 
hind him. The man told us to hold 
up our hands I did not do so at first, 
but ducked behind the desk.

The ante-mortem statement was taken

At first the police officers believed 
that Tucker was Implicated with the 
robber and murderer, but late last night 
they cam* to the conclusion that he told 
the truth when he said that Hall, the 
robber, fowed him to bring him to New 
i Albany from Louisville. 


Nature of Tucker’s Wounds. 


James Tucker, th* negro chauffeur, 
who brought Tom Hati to the bank, was 
In a pre vious condition at 8t. Ed¬ 
ward's City Hospital last night. Imme¬ 
diately after being arrested by Capt, Mc¬ 
Laughlin. Tucker was taken to St. Ed¬ 
ward’s City Hospital. Dr D. F. Davis 
made an examination, and found that 
he had been shot In the back, the bullet 
entering near the spine, and passing 
through th© body, and striking him on 
the hand, making another severe wound. 
It will nut be known until to-morrow If 


As soon as the tragedy happened 
C*pt. Adams stationed Police Officer 
Thomas E Spence at the bank door. 
Frantic efforts were made to get Into 
th© bank by the surging crowd, but 
none w©r© admitted except those hav¬ 
ing business. The bank closed for 
about forty minutes, between 11:2© and 
12:10 o'clock. All the afternoon until 
the clo«!ng hour th© crowd remained, 
commenting on the nerve or craxlnes© 
of tbe robber, whose name had not been 
disclosed up to a late hour. 


Mr. Woodward’s Condition. 


Prosecuting Attorney Walter V. Bul- 
ldt. of the Floyd Circuit Court; Police 
Judge John 8. PaH- and Capt. Thomas 
Cannon went to 8t. Edward’s City Hos¬ 
pital last night to take the ante-mor¬ 
tem statement of J K Woodward, but 
th** attending physician said It might 
Injure the patient for him to go through 




an examination at this time, and th© 
matter was mu pressed. If the patient 
is better his statement will be taken to. 
day. 

At midnight Inst night Drs. Cook and 
Chenbweth, who were with J. K. Wood¬ 
ward at the 8i Edward's City Hmv 
pita! In New Albany, said they were 
encouraged by Mr. Woodward's condi¬ 
tion. and they had hopes that he would 
survive. They will be better able to¬ 
day to determine If ho can recover.

Special Session Likely. 


As soon as the excitement over the 
murder of Mr. Fawcett subsides Hall 
will be brought to the Floyd county 
Jail In New Albany and Judge Utx will 
summon the grand Jury tn special ses¬ 
sion to pass upon hla case. It la pos¬ 
sible that he may, he tried at this term 
of court The penalty tor the crime h© 
committed Is death.

DRAYMAN IDENTIFIES

VI8ITS YOUNG HALL*8 FATHER

owns a secondhand Store In New Al¬ 
bany and lives at 22 Fourteenth street, 
that the first clew to the identity of 
Tom liall was gained. Robinoon Is the 
man who drove Hall in his wa<? n to th©

Indiana shore bv the New Albany 
police. In the excitement Incident to 
tho threats of th© mob. Robinson failed 
to recognise Hall. 

Three hours after Hall hod been 
token to the Reformatory, Robinson 
had time to got back his composure suf¬ 
ficiently to allow his mind to run back 
over the events of th© day. Then II 
dawned upon him Ilk© a flash that the 
hoy he had driven to the Jail through 
th© mob which threatened his Ilf© with 
ropo and pistol was Tom Hall, son of 
a inan for whom he had done some 
teaming on both "sides of the river. 

Robinson made his way to the Re¬ 
formatory and there saw young Hall 
A sign of recognition flashed across 
Hall's face when Robinson confronted 
him. 

’Tom, you know me. don't you?" 
asked Robinson of tho boy. Hall 
studied a while and then Indicated that 
he did. This was at 3:30 o'clock yes¬ 
terday afternoon. Up to that time the 
boy had not been positively Identified. 


Said Father Was Poor. 


Robinson asked the young bandit to 
tell him wher© his father wa*. This 
the Hall boy refused to do. saying: 

"There's no need of hts knowing. 
He's a poor man and can't do me anv 
good. 

"Doesn't he live in Louisville on 
Preston street?" Robinson Inquired of 
Hall. 

"Go ask the man who told you that. 
He ought to know." was tho retort. 

That was all Robinson could get from 
the lad. In the company or a Courier- 
Journal reporter. Robinson then went to 
the place on Preston street, which h©

He saw the situation and was of great 
service to the police In getting the pris¬ 
oner Into his wagon and driving to the 
Jail at once. Hall said he had taken 
poison, and Drs. D. F. Davis and O. C. 
Funk were sent for. but they found 
that he wn* lying when he said he had 
taken poison and nothing waa done for 
him. 


EN ROUTE TO FRANKFORT. 


In the meantime th© mob which had 
gathered at the river advanced to the 
Floyd county Jail. There were cries of 
"Hang him," "String him up." E^cry 
minute th© crowd gr©w larger until 
probably 1.500 hnd gathered. Sheriff 
Claud** A. Slttason decided to take Hall 
to the Indiana Reformatory at Jeffer¬ 
sonville Mr John S. McDonald volun¬ 
teered to loan Ms automobile for this 
purpose and It was brought to the front 
of the Jail The crowd went wild when 
the prisoner was brought out. shouting 
to kill him. and It wn* with difficulty 
that th© Sheriff, the police and cltlxens 
got Hall Into the machine. 

Evi-n when this was done a crowd 
stood In front of the machine and re¬ 
fused to allow It to move until th© of¬ 
ficers. with drawn revolvers, compelled 
them to stand aside.

An Immense crowd re¬ 
mained nround the bank all th© after¬ 
noon, Including men. women and chil¬ 
dren. and even last night many stopped 
at the hank and peered In through the 
windows to see If they could get a 
glimpse of wher© the robber's bullets 
had struck.

Morbid Crowd Surround* Bank. 


Frankfort, Ky.. Nov. 11.—(Special.)— 
Through the heroism of Engineer Mat 
Horton, of the Frankfort and Cincin¬ 
nati railroad, the passenger train from 
Paris to Frankfort, due hero at 11 
o'clock this morning, was prevented 
from Jumping tho trestle Just this ©id© 
of Duvall, a small station several miles 
west of Georgetown, and probably 
plunging the passenger© to a horriblu 
death. Just as the engine started upon 
the trestle Engineer Horton and Fire¬ 
man Bradley discovered that the rear 
wheels of th© engine were off the trxek. 
With the heavy wheels bumping the 
tie© it was only a question of moments 
until the heavy engine would go off 
the rails and plunge to th© ground 
below, carrying with it the light tender 
and passenger coaches In the rear. 


Fireman Jumps. 


Fireman Bradley saw the danger and 
did not believe there was a chance In 
a thousand of preventing the catas¬ 
trophe. so he took a headlong Jump 
from the cab and landed far away 
from the track on the soft ground, and 
was only slightly shaken up. Hut 
brave Mat Horton did not Jump. He 
realised that to him more than tny 
other men waa Intrusted the safety 
of the passengers sitting bock In the 
coaches unconscious of the Imminent 
peri! that confronted them. Appreci¬ 
ating the terrible risk, yet willing to 
sacrifice his life. If need be. at Ms post, 
if h© might oav© the scores in his 
charge, he stuck to Hs engine. 


Quick Work By Engineer. 


Engineer Horton knew the engine 
must be stopped before the front trucks 
left (he track, and going at th© rate 
of speed It wa© when the rear wheels 
Jumped, the chance© were all against 
him accomplishing It on the trestle. 
H© threw back the reverse with all hi* 
strength, and then put on the brakes. 
Just as he did so. the front wheels 
left the track, but the quick action 
of the engineer had saved the train. 
The engine came to a standstill on tho 
trestle, for the guard rails prevented 
It hounding off when all wheels camo 
off the track. 

Quick as had been the work of Hor- 
»r»rv, so far had the momentum of the 
train carried it thnt It was In the cen¬ 
ter of the trestle when it was brought 
to a stop. 

Capt. Petty and the passengers soon 
discovered the cause or the delay, and 
ckme forward with congratulation* fur 
the brave engineer. A prominent res¬ 
ident of Danville, who was on hi* way 
to Frankfort for a short visit, got off 
aqd viewed the position of th© engine 
and train, and said when h© got here 
that It wa* the most heroic part he had 
ever seen played by a trainman; and 
that It would have been hard to Imag¬ 
ine a more precarious situation for a 
passenger train. 

It required three hours of hard work 
to get the big engine back on th* 
track, and the train did not com© Into 
Frankfort until 2 o'clock.

Bradley, Jr., 
and hi© board of directors of th© New 
Long Distance Telephone Company, and 
though Bralley rushed nut of th© city 
before Seller* could have an audience, 
he did appear before th© board 
yesterday afi ?raoon. 


Telegraph Companies Awake. 


Seller©* company ho* been depending 
on th© line* of the Independent tele- 
rhtne companies for quick Introduc¬ 
tion of the nc»v service, {lending the 
construction of th© company's own 
through trunk lines. It has boen 
thought that It wa* the opening of thl* 
new service between Indianapolis and 
8t. Louis and other cities In the Cen¬ 
tral West, and of like service In the 
East, that awakened th© telegraph 
companies to th© realisation that they 
must get hold of the independent long¬ 
distance lines so as to block th© ag¬ 
gressions of^hl* and other new com¬ 
panies that now constantly menace the 
continuance of the service and the rate© 
of th© old companies. 

Sellers cam© West to find out wheth¬ 
er It Is true thaL the Postal Is th© 
buyer—through James 8. Bralley—of 
the Indiana and Ohio long-distance 
telephone plants.

JAIL DOORS BROKEN DOWN. 


Cairo. HI, Nov. 12.—To-night Cairo 
»s a seething mob. Henry Balsner. a 
w hite Tijjin and a photographer by trade, 
who killed his wife last July with an 
ax. was token out of th© county Jail 
at 11.40 o'clock by the mob and hanged 
to a telegraph pole and hi* body riddled 
with bullets, Thl© lynching followed 
closely thut of Will James, th© negro, 
earlier In the evening. 

The mob gav© Salzner a chanc© to 
confess after the rope was around his 
neck, but he was so frightened that h© 
could only mumble that hi© sisters did 
the killing.

was compelled to beg for mercy from 
the n**b. and announced in a loaf volcw 
that Salzner should be lynched, after 
which he was driven from the mob and 
all attention was given to Salzner. who 
cried and begged and mumbled his sis¬ 
ters had killed his wife. Htti manner 
onlv further turned th* mob against him 
and It immediately clamored for his exe¬ 
cution. 

After Salzner was hanged, and while

The mob after the negro was so large 
that it covered the entire country from 
Karnak to Vienna. III., a distance of 
about sixteen miles. When found by tho 
mob the negro was handcuffed between 
the two officers, and they were lying 
on the bank of a creek. All three were 
no weak from hunger and exposure that 
they were not able to make much re¬ 
sistance.

On Monday evening she left the store 
at 6 o'clock and walked wKh her chum. 
Ella Dolan, as far as Miss Dolan's home, 
1303 Commercial street. bnc uSok a Hol¬ 
brook car at Fourteenth and Washing¬ 
ton streets. It was raining, and to avoid 
a muddy stretch of sidewaJk she left the 
car at Twenty-eighth and Elm streets, 
Instead of at Sycamore street, as was 
her custom.

Strangled To DeAh. 

The finding of the handle of her um¬ 
brella In the front yard of the residence 
of Harry Llpe. at 424 Twenty-sixth 
street, three doors from the Coffman 
home. Indicates that this was where she 
was first attacked. It Is supposed that 
when she was confronted she struck the 
man with her umbrella and the handle 
flew Into the yard. 

It is believed that the man thrust the 
gag Into her mouth and carried her back 
to Elm street and half a block to the al¬ 
ley. Marks on the ground show that she 
was dragged seventy-five feet to the 
spot where ehe was strangled to death. 

Her fearfully bruised and lascerated 
throat and face show that she fought 
desperately.

Scene of the Murder. 


The Sheriff bought food and 
down the Big Four track. A 
passed through Karnak a little later apd 
the conductor telegraphed back from 
the next station briefly that he had seen 
tho deputy and a handcuffed negro be¬ 
side the railroad track a mile beyond 
Karnak. 

When a telegram was received by the 
brothers of Miss Polity that the trio 
were In the woods there, a box car train 
was quickly made up and departed for 
Karoak. filled with men. These men 
brought the girl’s slayer bock to Cairo. 

Four arrests were mind*? by tho police 
here Tuesday night, after six blood¬ 
hounds nad led the police from where. 
Miss Pelley met death to a shack. A 
negress named Green, tenant of a aback, 
and three negrooa. Will James. Arthur 
Alexander and Will Thomas, w*ero ar¬ 
rested. Later all but James were re¬ 
leased. 

Bloodhounds were tried on James ear¬ 
ly Wednesday morning and their evi¬ 
dence as well as other, pointed to him. 
while he could no* account for hls 
whereabouts at the time- Miss Pelley 
was killed. The city Jail was stormed 
several time* Wednesday, and Wednes¬ 
day evening James was hurried from the 
city. 

TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 


Sheriff Davig to-night said that he 
deplored the lynching and mode every 
possible resistance In hls power, but 
that the crowd was so large that he 
could do absolutely nothing. 

He aald that after leaving the train 
at Dongola last night he made an ef¬ 
fort to get a rig, but found It impos¬ 
sible to And one as the new* had l>e«>n 
spread over the country, and that the 
farmers knew the crime the negro had 
committed, and that he could not gvt 
a conveyance and hardly anything to 
cat. 

At every point where he headed to 
board a train he was blocked oft by 

a mob.

Found At 6 (FClock. 


James was found about 5 o’clock this 
afternoon, and the news was sent 
along the line to the scattered mob 
to board the Big Four train and meet 
the party with the prisoner at Belknap, 
which was done, and the whole party 
arrived on the Big Four at 7:45 p. m. 

The negro was taken off at T<%oth 
street and marched right through the 
principal streets of the city to the 
mo«t public location under the city 
arch at Eighth and Commercial streets.

Negro Makes Confession., 

While In custody of the mob at Belk¬ 
nap and coming down on the train, the 
negro would not talk about the crime, 
but when he stood under the urch he 
weakened and confessed, and said Ar¬ 
thur Alexander was Implicated In tho 
crime. 

The body was burned at the *pot 
where the crime was committed, while 
a crowd af 10.000 people looked on 
and danced In glee The mob came 
\ery near getting off the train before 
It reached the city and lynching James, 
hut It was finally decided to bring tho 
negro Into Cairo and give the people 
here a chance to help with the work

Resistance of Officers Fruitless. 


The mob was ho large here that tho 
resistance of the officers was fruitless' 
The negro James has been in Gain* off 
and on for several year* He came 
here from the South. He said before

Some post¬ 
cards she had been carrying In her hand 
were tom In two. Her handbag and a 
dress pattern site had purchased were 
gone.

Story of the Chase. 


That the "Frog,** as James was 
known, did not hang from the Hustlers' 
Arch at Eighth and Commercial streets 
last night was duo to the cleverness 
of Chief of Police Egan and 8herlff 
Davis In getting him out of the city. 
The departure of the north-bound Il¬ 
linois Central rruln at 7:16 o'clock was 
well timed to the carrying out of their 
plans. At that hour scarcely a score 
of men were about the stAtlon. He 
was hustled into the patrol wagon and 
the wagon was dashing up Twelfth 
street before the watchers realised 
what had happened. They started on 
a run after It. 

Sheriff Davis and Deputy Fuller hail 
arranged to have the train stopped at 
Fourteenth street. The w*agon and the 
train reached Fourteenth street at the 
same time.

The Bell’s 
source of money has not been any too 
ready for some time Everything in¬ 
dicates that a great "wire trust" Is be¬ 
ing organised In this country operating 
through the Bell, and the Bell through 
the Postal and the Postal through 
Bralley. The object seems to be to 
control all the telegraph and telephone 
facilities of the country. 

There 1* a supposition in. some quar¬ 
ters that the people engineering the 
deal are. in reality, the Mackays, who. 
however, are operating through the Bfdl 
rather than through their own Postal 
Telegraph Compaby. thus making the 
latter a sreondury company In the deal. 
They have a strong hold not only on the 
American telegraphic field, hut a far 
greater one on the foreign connection* 
by reason of their cables across both 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. And. they 
have the money.

Believe Time Is Ripe. 

It seems that the time Is ripe for the 
combination. The warfare between the 
Bell and the Independents ha* bean ex¬ 
hausting to both, and the Western Union 
lm* been sorely In need of mortev and 
new life for some time, while the Goulds, 
who are behind It, have also needed tne 
iTK*ney, and Mrs. Sage has wanted to gat 
out. and Terry would not put up money. 
Suc h an absolute control of the tele¬ 
phone nnd telegraph wires of the coun 
try might head off the threatened new’ 
650.000.000 ContlnntAl Telephohe Com¬ 
pany, which Stlfel. of St. Louis, Is rep¬ 
resenting, and which proposes to do 
telegraphing. It might also block the 
Introduction of new devises to give b»t 
ter {airgraph service ami cheaper rates, 
which threaten to do further dnmag* to 
lame ducks. 

The consolidation of the two telegraph 
companies and the two telephone forces 
would afford, it la thought, an exoep 
tlonal opportunity for the arts of "trust" 
capitalization. If pushed through It re 
mains to be seen whether tile policy will 
be retrograde or whether the present 
telegraph services wlH be Improved and 
cheapened as they have been in all for 
elgn countries, where the service Is not 
only much better and more modern, but 
is so cheap as to be within the reach 
of all.

Contrary to the 
gemxnl Impression that the West is 
more progressive In the cause of wom¬ 
an suffrage than the East. 1 find tl>at 
the people In the West have grown 
conservative and that tho women are 
not so uggreslve as In the East. Now. 
in New York and Boston the suffrage 
movement has become almost a rage— 
though not a fad. Those who have 
wealth and position and brain* are 
taking up the work with a vim In the 
Eastern cities. Equal rights for women 
is all they talk ab»ut. . 

"To its popularity I think that our 
English Bisters have contributed a 
great deal—by thrlr advertisement. 
Over there they think we Americans 
are not aggressive enough, and do not 
make the subject our heart lntercet. a* 
the newspapers would say. We are not 
suffragettes, we are suffrAgists. The 
suffragette# are militant folks. They 
believe In creutlng scenes and getting 
In prison and heckling Prime Min¬ 
isters and all that sort of thing, while 
we American# act* not militant, do not 
believe It so potent a# education—the 
might of the pen over thi* sword."

"According to my conviction* there 
are very few • argument# which are 
brought against suffrage for women 
which cannot be brought equully 
ugalnst suffrage for men. The time 
when the idea prevailed that the home 
should be divorced from question* of 
public welfare l* past. It Is Impossible 
for a woman who Is & political non¬ 
entity to teach citizenship to her sons, 
and it Is an Impossibility for women 
who constitute seven-tenth# of the 
school teachers to Inculcate patriotism, 
no matter how good their intention*, 
wlien they have not the experience of 
a citizen. In my opinion, either women 
should be changed to political entities 
or rernoved—and I do not think that 
they ought to be removed. God made 
women to teach, the love and ability to 
do so Is Inherent"

William J. Hall, 
fi^m the description given him by the 
reporter, positively Identified the youth¬ 
ful murderer os his son. Although It 1 
was the first the father had heard that | 
bis yon we§ in trouble and had not seen 
him at the Reformatory he said there 
was no doubt In his mind that It was 
his boy Tom who had gone on the wild 
find fool-hardy escapade. 

The boy’s father was staggered bv 
the force of the news. When it waa 
first broken to him he reeled as though 
he had been struck a heavy blow. 

“’Don’t talk so fast.’* he cried. “I 
TAn’t hear what you are saying." 

The facts of the murder were repeat¬ 
er] to him more slowly And In detail, 
tse father interrupting frequently. 

’“It’s my boy Tom.” he said at the 
end In an anguished voice. "I am posi¬ 
tive of it.** The father could go no 
farther because of the sobs choking 
hie voice. After he recovered some- 
iwhat he went on; 

"Tom has been acting queerly of late. 
Dy his actions he has terrorized myself 
end my wife. Two weak* ago he threw 
me down and beat me.

An ef¬ 
fort was made by Capt. Leaf to get 
the prisoner to talk, but he would not 
open his lips. Noticing th© young man 
had neither hat n^rcoat Capt. Leaf asked 
about 4he absence of the apparel and 
the prisoner opened hla mouth long 
enough to say he had left them In New 
Albany. He then becajne silent.

He 
wore a yellow shirt.* with collar at¬ 
tached; black four-ln-hand tie und dark 
trousers, but no suspenders, a belt tak¬ 
ing their place.

I lived with my father and 
stepmother, my father and own mother 
having separated "

In the 
narrow confines everything was as 
compactly placed with a regard to the 
economisation of space as though It 
had been built by the Pullman Car 
Company Up-ended the case was large 
enough for a six-foot man to get Into by 
stooping slightly. A boy of Hall’s 
stature It would have fitted exactly.

Water-proofed the Box. 


The hoy had water-proofed the box 
Inside he had arranged a seat, which 
could be converted Into a bed. Be¬ 
neath the seat he had placed a flve-gal- 
lon tank, which was corked and filled 
with water last night. In the box there 
wa* a place fpr food and clothes. It 
was a complete, compact room. 

On the outside of the box, the Hail 
boy had painted in bold, black letter the 
following uddress: 

"K. J. Smith, Knoxville, Tenn 

When the father opened the door a 
reporter werft Inside. 

Hidden away in a little compartment 
he found a black leather bag. such a* 
Is often carried by children to hold 
their books. The pouch was made of 
a water-proof material. Yts contents 
proved to be those of an amateur 
cracksman or “yegg" man. 

The bag contained ft black shirt, black 
plush hat. a pair of black pants, a black 
beard, a black pair of false sideburns, 
an electric dark lantern nnd an extra 
battery, three road maps, a Louisville 
am!

INDIVIDUAL BOOKKEEPER 
TELLS THRILLING STORY 


FIRST VICTIM OF BOY BANDIT 

WAS SMILING WHEN SHOT 
DOWN IN BANK. 

Frank Fougorousa,\ the Individual 
bookkeeper, seemed to have the clear¬ 
est view of any of th© bank oftieers of 
the tragedy. He said: 

”1 looked around at the back door 
when Mr. Fawcett camo In. He wns 
holding up his hands, and I wondered 
what it was for. In a second I no¬ 
ticed that there was a man behind him 
with two pistols In bln hands. The 
man shouted,to us to hold up our hands 
and to get Into the vault. Mr. Ffcweett. 
with his hands still held up, went Into 
the vault. He then shouted to Mr. 
Woodward and myself, George New- 
house and Walter Gad lent, to get Into 
the vault. We were ail standing pretty' 
1 lose together, except Mr. New house, 
who was further up In front. There 
was no one In the bank at the time ex¬ 
cept the baitk officers and the colored 
porter. Henry Alexander, who was sit¬ 
ting In a chair In the rrar of the bank. 
At this hour of the day. It was Just 11 
o’clock, there Is generally a lull In 
business. 

"Mr. Woodward was standing at th© 
©nd of the desk In the rear of the bank 
when the robber told us to hold up our 
hand*. Mr. Woodward spoke to the 
robt»er. Asking him If he was going to 
shut the door bn us If w© got In. By 
that time Mr. Fawcett, who had walked 
Into th© vault, walked out. Then the 
shooting began. He ahot Mr. Fawcett 
first. I believe, but am not certain. He 
then shot Mr. Woodward.

Two Revolvers In Bank. 


By thl* time Mr. Newhouse began to 
move up to tho paying teller’s window, 
where there were two revolvers. He 
got to the end of the desk, and the rob¬ 
ber fired at him three times, but Mr. 
Newhouse ducked behind th© desk and 
the shots missed him. It all happened In 
Us* than a minute. The robber did 
not ask for any money. All he asked 
wa» that w© all get Into the vault, and 
when we did not do so he began firing. 

After he had finished firing he walked 
out th© back way. Just as he came in. 
Mr. Fawqgft fell close to the wlkdow 
APd never uttered a word after h/ was 
shot. Before the shooting, say about 
fifteen minutes. I noticed an automo¬ 
bile drive up In ffwpt of the bank, but 
paid no attention ot It. 

"While Mr. Fawcstt was holding up 
his hands he seemed to bo smiling. He 
did net show any evidences of fear. 1 
Was waiting all the time for Mr. New¬ 
house to reach the revolvers, which I 
knew were In front. I knew if he got 
at thorn the robber would have gotten 
tho worst of It, but he did not reach 
them until the robber had gone. The 
fellow shot In every' dlrsctlon. even at 
the celling, but ho seemed to take good 
aim at Mr. Newhouse. The only thing 
that Saved him was dodging below the 
long desk,”

He held another re¬ 
volver in his hand. He stooped down 
and picked up the revolver he had 
dropped and• walked up toward Main 
street. H© did not run. but walked 
rather rapidly. 

"I then went into th© bank and 
learned what had happened Mr 
Woodward, as was his ebstonr. got 
shaved early in the morning Mr. 
G;iry Fawcett did not get shaved. H© 
seemed to be busy and said nothing 
about shaving.”

Georg© A. Newhouse, the assistant 
cashier, wa* the most collected man 
after th© tragedy connected with the 
hank After the excitement wag over 
he w'alted upon the bank’© customers 
as usual and did not k>*e his nerve for 
a moment. He said: 

"About all I can say has been eaJd 
by the Individual bo* kko.*per. I was 
waiting for someone to come In and 
was attending to my usual duties when 
I noticed Mr. Fawcett coming with his 
hands u pand a man behind him shout¬ 
ing to us to hold up our hands. 

"I was standing at the end of the 
desk near the paying teller’s window 
I did not hold up my hands, but. on 
the contrary, went after the two pis¬ 
tol* under the marble table at the pay¬ 
ing teller’s window. .The robber evi¬ 
dently knew what I was about, and 
he commenced firing at me. 

"When he raised his pistol to Are I 
dropped down behind the desk, and 
this saved me. He shot at me first, 
and then begun shooting at Mr. Faw¬ 
cett and Mr. Woodward. One of the 
big bullets passed through the wooden 
framework surrounding the braes work 
nt th© window. Had It hit me It would 
have gone through me. I had a very 
narrow escape 

S"It almost prostrated me to see Mr 
Fawcett lying on the floor dead, but I 
collected my nerveii and begun to 
straighten things out. Business at the 
bank was suspended only from 11:30 to 
12 03. and this was because -of the 
crowds which came In. The bank's cus¬ 
tomers had to be waited upon, not¬

^years. He was a striking figure, j and 
would attract attention anywherej 1 k>- 
Ing over 6 feet 3 inches tall, and weigh¬ 
ing 240 pounds. ' He was named after 
his grandfather, Jacob Hangary. who 
founded the Merchants’ National Bank. 

Hla ancle. Edward Hangary. was 
cashier of the hank for many years, 
and when he died Mr. Fawcett took his 
place. H© was known to everybody 
os "Gar)-” Fawcett, and had as many 
acquaintances and friends in Louisville 
as he had in New Albany, but nearly 
every man, woman and child in New 
Albany knew "Gary” Fawcett. 

He always hod a smile on His face, 
and was of such an engaging personal¬ 
ity that he made friends everywhere.

To the needy one* he al¬ 
ways had something cheerful to say, 
nnd he has often helped on Impecu¬ 
nious business man out of his troubles.

The President’s Ubiquity. 

President Taft is a ubiquitous Indi¬ 
vidual. It has been discovered that his 
name appears in the city' directories of 
Augusta. Oa.; Beverly, Mas© ; Wash¬ 
ington and Cincinnati. 

It will be recalled that the President 
spent last winter In Augusta and as 
much of last summer as Congress would 
allow him to spend at Beverly. The 
President’s name accordingly Is duly 
recorded In the city directories of both 
these ambitious town*. There Is not 
much provocation for listing the Pres¬ 
ident aa a resident In either case, but 
it in a part of the directory 
cr’i business to make a good sowing 
as regards population and. In the par¬ 
lance of the sporting world, he doesn’t 
overlook any bets. 

It has been a good many years since 
the President lived in Cincinnati, but 
tjiat city nevertheless Is his nominal 
home The directory man was clearly 
within his rights when he Inserted the 
name, "Taft, Hon. William H., Presi¬ 
dent United States ofAmertca.” Borne 
addret* was necessary* and *‘315 Pike 

*t.” was added. That is the home 
of* Charles P. Taft, the President’s half- 
brother, who Is rather extensively 
known as "Brother Charlie.** 

The Washington directory for 1909 
was issued before Mr. Taft became 
President, but the publisher look time 
by the forelock and ran him in like 
this: "Taft, William H.. President or 
the United States (after March 4); res., 
the White House.” 

There are several other places which 
l;ave not been heard from, the Philip¬ 
pines, th* Canal Zone. Hot Springs. 
Va.. and Brother Charlie's ranch In 
Texas, for instance.’ If the city of Man¬ 
ila boasts a directory there is little 
doubt the President** name Is printed 
In It In black-faced type Hot Bp rings, 
Va., probably has no directory, but 
the President was there on a lengthy 
vacation and played many games of 
golf. He la In luck If he has not been 
listed aa a voter and taxpayer by the 
Assessor of Bath couhty, the govern¬ 
mental subdivision wherein Hot Springs 
a ppropriately Is located. 

The attention of the Caron Directory 
Company la Hereby called to the fact 
that President Taft tried a case In Lou¬ 
isville some fourteen years ago while 
ocrving on the Federal bench. He also 
made a speech In Louisville during the 
presidential campaign A hint to a 
wise directory man la sufficient. In 
lact, It Is most generally superfluous. 


Policemen’s Union*. 

Chicago Is said to have a Policemen’s 
Union, organised with a view to clinch 
Ing the policemen * Jobs. New York 
has such an organization which Is suf¬ 
ficiently strong to defy the power of 
Mayor or Police Commissioner. The 
Chicago police are under civil service 
rules and may not be dismissed except 
through a formal trial. Further In¬ 
trenched by a union It is a difficult mat¬ 
ter to separate a Chicago policeman 
from his office, no matter how inefficient 
he may be. 

Olvil service roles. It will be seen, 
have their disadvantages. The Chicago 
police having unionised themselves 
bid defiance to their superiors und have 
thnt itened. it Is said, to precipitate a 
strike. If necessary to prevent the re¬ 
moval of any member of the force. A 
legislative enactment will lx necessary 
to enable the Mayor of Chief of Police 
to deai^wlth refractory policemen. An 
effort Is to be made to secure such 
legislation and It should be successful 
The present situation la Intolerable and 
one that Is not likely to be permitted to 
exist In a progressive dty like Chicago 

A police force should be amenable to 
discipline. If It Is to be governed by

From these figures It geems that there 
is still no Imminent danger of the Phil¬ 
ippines growing enough rice to swamp 
the rice Industry In tho South by ex¬ 
porting vast quantities of the product 
to American market*. 

The grisly feurs of jiome of the econ¬ 
omists In the United States that the 
admission of Philippine products to our 
markets might result in various sorts 
of catoclysmal disaster to home Indus¬ 
tries. Including the destruction of rice 
growing, were founded upon compre¬ 
hensive Ignorance of conditions In our 
Island possessions. 

The beat thought of Congress being 
directed to conserving our national In¬ 
dustries, An import duty upon Philip¬ 
pine rice was fixed by that august and 
intelligent body during tho course of 
the making of Mr. Payne’s law for 
the uplift of\he prices of ifecessltle*. 
The matter I*, of course' of no Im¬ 
portance to the Filipino farmer. The 
provision of the notorious Payne 
law Is a wholly harmless-one, which Is 
more than can be said In behalf of the 
principal provisions of that indefensible 
measure. As a humorous feature of the 
Payne law It 1* highly acceptable to the 
dispassionate observer of national legis¬ 
lation. ______ 

The Cost of Fatigue. 

The common rule In American cities 
Is to *rork day and night, or work all day 
and undergo an equal physical strain 
pursuing pleasure in the evening, and 
make up for loss of vitality by a few 
weeks of vacation each year. The va¬ 
cation period Is often one of as great 
strenuousness .us tho rest*of the year. 
The cost of fatigue la the subject of 
discussion by "The Committee of One 
Hundred On National Health” In a 
bulletin Issued by the United States 
Government. The bulletin contains 
food for thought. Its suggestions 
might be profitably considered by thou¬ 
sands of overworked, overamused and 
under-rested Americana 

Neurasthenia has been called the 
American ailment. It Is fche common¬ 
est form of nervous disorder In this 
part of the world. How much It costs 
annually, by driving men and women 
from gainful occupations to rest duyes 
It would be difficult to discover, Fa¬ 
tigue— n ot a healthful tiring of thi 
muscular system, but constant' fatigue 
a* the result of insufficient sleep or 
ri b*t—cause* neurasthenia and other 
forms of 111 health. According to the 
Government bulletin a greater econom¬ 
ic waste Is caused by fatigue than by 
serious Illness. 

Statistics show’ that 4 per cent, of the 
population is constantly ilk 

This striking paragraph occur* In 
the publication to which reference is 

made: 

If we assume that only 58 per cent, of 
the population la suffering eoroe impair¬ 
ment of It* beat power* through undue 
fatigue, we arc on safe ground." 

Thi* conclusion Is reached a* a re¬ 
sult of study of conditions of school 
children as well oispersons employed in 
the varlyus pursuits. It Includes the 
rural population a* well as the people 
of cities. It follows that the adult pop¬ 
ulation ofc cities, a* tho result of the 
combined drain from work and forms 
of recreation that make draughts upon 
vitality. Is affected by fatigue to a 
greater extent. 

But the relatively allgtit Impairment 
of efficiency due to futiguo Is unim¬ 
portant compared to the effect ' of de¬ 
pleted vitality In opening the way Jar 
the entrance of disease into the sys¬ 
tem- 

The average breadwinner Is not 
forced to undergo nerve-stralnlng fa¬ 
tigue attending to his dally duties. It 
is the combination of Indoor duties w ith 
depleting recreation that tells upon the 
vitality. Gymnastics for those who 
cannot find time for out-of-door ex¬ 
ercise or amusements, and mental cul¬ 
ture which gives the Individual re¬ 
sources within himself and, companion¬ 
ship with books, are recommended b>* 
the ”ComrtiUtee of One Hundred" as a 
means of conserving vital forces. 
Epictetus, Emerson and Walt Whitman, 
observes the wTlter of thl* health bul¬ 
letin, have contended that exuberant 
health Is a prerequisite of Intellectual 
w’ork of the highest type. This might 
be assailed upon the ground that some 
of the great poets and philosophers 
have* been men of Impaired health or 
neglected physique, and that some ot 
the gems of literature have been pro¬ 
duced during the travail of the mind 
under the stress or physical suffering. 
But who would wish to tabor under 
such a handicap merely because 




immortals have triumphed over bodily 
Illness and left to th© world legacies In 
the form of product* of minds unim¬ 
paired and hearts and imagination* un- 
*polled by pain? At any rate, most of 
us arc not poota or philosophers, but 
mere work people whose I Uncase* prom¬ 
ise no by-product In gems of rhyme or 
pros© as recompense for a brick In tho 
bead, a dark brown tiurte In the mouth 
or an unsettled’feellng In the midriff 
during tho hours that must be devoted 
to earning a living. U pays, therefore, 
to conserve our vital resources, which, 
as President Roosevelt once said, con¬ 
stitute the first subject for discussion 
when considering conservation scheme*. 

Municipal hygiene and sanitation, and 
the spread of tho sort of education 
that cause* the individual to take as 
good car© of himself and of his family 
as of hi* pedigreed horses or dog*, 
tends to reduce to & certain extent that 
part of the mortality rate which re¬ 
flects negligence. N But In cities the 
pursuit of business and amusement, 
without much thought of the necessity 
for rest, create* a vicious circle which 
entail* physical deterioration. Tho two 
or three weeks of vacation, the max¬ 
imum for many business men, does not 
servo to restore the -vitality that Is lost* 
during tho forty-nine or fifty week* of 
work. 

The Government Investigators find 
that where tho toller Is master of his 
time a greater amount of work Is done 
In fewer hour* a* the result of devot¬ 
ing a part of the day to out-of-door 
exercise, but that the saving In vitali¬ 
ty resulting from shortening the work¬ 
ing hours and increasing "speed" dur¬ 
ing the time devoted to one’s occupa¬ 
tion. is of greater benefit to th© indi¬ 
vidual than to the employer because 
the individual has hi* health and life 
at stake, while the "soulless corpora¬ 
tion” or soulless firm or "boss” may 
get another piece of human machinery 
when the one that has been abused 
becomes useless. 

There arc more overworked business 
men attending to tholr own business 
than there are attending to the busi¬ 
ness of others. Interest In an employ¬ 
er’s business rarely keeps a man at his 
desk da tong as Interest In his own. 
The opportunity to heed tho advice of 
the "Coinhnlttoe of Ufie Hundred” Is 
within the grasp of many American 
Ibrivers,” who ''belong to the class 
hard driven by their own Itch # for 
money or position or power, and who 
die In the harness as a result of their 
refusal to take an Intorest In the con¬ 
servation of their health.

There comes from th© historic village 
of Smlthtand a plaintive note announc¬ 
ing the death of the "mule paper" as 
one of the results of the recent elec¬ 
tion. In its brief and inglorious career 
Iho "mule paper" was known officially 
as the Livingston Echo, and It wtis the 
organ of the "mule ticket” An ©oho Is 
not a substantial thing and the paper 
proved to have been well named. It was 
gcncrallf known as th© "mule paper," 
and some of the good Democrats of Liv¬ 
ingston county' believe that designation 
was only* about half true from a genea¬ 
logical standpoint. 

The "mule paper” Was the outcome of 
the election four years ago of a fusion 
county ticket, made up of Republicans 
and disgruntled Democrats. The fuslon- 
adopted the mule*as their emblem 
on the ballot. Their ticket was suc¬ 
cessful and when their nomtaMp were 
Inducted Into office the “mule paper*’ 
was started.^wlth the Idea of perpetuat¬ 
ing oi* prolonging fusion control of the 
county offices. Th© paper In Its every * 1 
issue carried a cut of a mule at the top 
of Its editorial columns. A good many 
persons were malicious enough to In¬ 
quire If the picture was that of the 
editor, and the ’’mule paper” added 
largely to the hilarity of such localities 
as were reached by Its limited circula¬ 
tion. U was a. political organ of the 
rankest sort, and the mule picture in 
Its northwest comer was a fair Index 
tf. its general lack of attractiveness. 

At the recent election there was an¬ 
other fusion ticket In the field, made 
up largely of Chose who were swept Into 
office on the previous landslide. This 
time, however, the land slid the other 
way and the fusion ticket was buried 
forty fathoms deep. The mule was on 
the ballot as before. The "mule paper" 
made a brave and braying campaign 
and the candidates did what,they could 
along the same line. The voters had 
been surfeited with mule administration 
and they rose In their might and voted 
with tremendous unanimity under the 
rooster. The "mule party" did not save 
so much as a Constable from the wreck 
of its political aspirations. 

The "mule party" Is dead and. what 
Is better. It knows It. Ditto the "mule 
paper.** There are few mourners, for 
the party leader* have fled "to the tall 
and uncut" There Is a sound of revel¬ 
ry down at the mouth of the Cumber¬ 
land. and It makef a noise like John 
Groyot George Landrum and BUI Clarke 
celebrating an old-time Democratic vic¬ 
tory. The mule IS <po dead to skin and 
there are reasons, sundry and sanitary 
for wishing that hi* remains may rest In 
peace.

Opinion by O’Rear In Seel- 
bach Case. 


"Near” Eeer Can Be Sold In 
"Dry' Districts. 


JUDGE O’REAR DISSENTS. 


Frankfort. Ky., Nov. 1L—(Special.)—'Two 
Important points which have been raised 
In connection with the laws regulating 
the sale of liquor in Kentucky were pa*sej 
upon by th© Court of Appeals to-day 
in ona case It was decided that the law* 
prohibiting the sale of Uquor on Sunday 
doe© not exempt innkeepers or hotelkeep¬ 
ers from Us provisions, oven though liquor 
be sold only with meals. The court holds 
that It is a violation of the law to aril 
Uquor with meals on Sunday. In the 
other ca#e iha court bolds that the salo 
of a beverage containing less than 3 per 
cent, of alcohol and nonintoxicating Is not 
a violation of th* local option laws in 
"dry" districts. Judge O’Rear dissents 
from this view of the case. 

Tho oourt decided the status of hotel¬ 
keepers as regards the Sunday-closing 
law* in the Case of The Boelbach Hotel 
Company against the Commonwealth, on 
appeal from Jefferson county. The case 
was submitted to the lower court on an 
agreed state of facifs. It wo* admitted 
that the hotel company had sold liquor 
with meals, although the bar was kept 
closed, on Bunduy. A violation'of the 
law* against selling Uquor on Sunday was 
charged and tho ua*e brought to the high¬ 
er court to get a ruling. 

• • • 

Position Untenable. 


The opinion of the court was written by 
Judge O'Rear. He says in part: 

"The contention that innkeepers, by rea¬ 
son of the customary requirements of 
their calling, are exempted from the oper¬ 
ation of the Sunday-closing law. because 
their guests may be accustomed to dr.nk 
liquor at their own tables on Sunday. Is 
untenable. 

"If Innkeepers are. by virtue of their 
calling and the habits and wants of 
their customers, bound to furnish their 
guests food and drink os called for and 
on that ground and that the usage and 
customs of hospitality here and abroad 
in the past have Included the furnishing 
of Intoxicating liquor, a* part of the en¬ 
tertainment of hotel guests, except by 
Implication to the sweeping provisions of 
our liquor statutes, then on the same 
ground It would follow that they are ex¬ 
cepted from the statutes requiring license 
to liquor sellers and front the statute 
forbidding sales to minors iwho also may 
be guests at inns) rind that In local op¬ 
tion territory they would be excepted from 
the operation of the law; and that din- 
tng-car companies, sleeping-car com¬ 
panies. restaurant*, cafes, lunch counters 
and all places where eating Is provided, 
drinking might be provided, regardless of 
llrenee, Sunday closing or any other reg¬ 
ulation. ✓ 

"We find no warrant for such sweeping 
construction. The Legislature did not In¬ 
tend to except hotelkeepers from the op¬ 
eration of the statutes aimed to step 
the liquor traffic tor one day In seven, 
at least no such intention Is manifest."

Judge O’Rear Dissents. 


Judgment of the Warren Circuit Court 
wa* affirmed in tho case of the city of 
Bowling Green against W. H. McMullen. 
The latter was convicted of violating the 
prohibition law by selling a mall bev¬ 
erage containing lees than 2 per cent, of 
alcohol, but not Intoxicating. The Judg¬ 
ment of the lower court la adopt'd as 
the opinion of this court, the whofc court 
sitting, with Judge O'Rear dissenting. 
Thq charge ngalnst McMullen was dis¬ 
missed by the lower court and the higher 
court says this was correct; that it 1* 
not a violation of the prohibition law to 
sell nonlntoxlcstlfig drinks, the purpose 
of the law* ng*lnsf liquor being to prevent 
the sals of Intoxicants.

Attorney General Breathitt says that 
It lies entirely within the diac/etton of 
the County Board of Education whether 
or not arrangements are made with * 
city'high school or graded school for the 
establishment of a county high school. If 
a contract la entered Into for the estab¬ 
lishment of the county school both par¬ 
ties sre necessarily bound to carry It out. 
The law compels, however, that the first 
lUgh school in the county must be at the 
county seat. In regard to tile amount of 
Indebtedness which the county board may 
assume for tb© establishment of the coun¬ 
ty high schools, the Attorney General says 
that It shall not be an amount In excess 
of th© Income and revenue for that one 
year. The county superintendent Is ex- 
offielo chairman of the County Board of 
Education, and a majority Is always re¬ 
quired for a quorum.

VERDICT IN STEINHEIl 
CASE EXPECTED SOON

PROSECUTOR MAKES ARGUMENT 
FOR CONVICTION. 


CHARGES UNKNOWN ACCOM¬ 
PLICE ASSISTED IN CRIME. 


MOTIVE FOR THE MURDER. 


Puri*. Nov. li.—That Mme. Steinhell. 
aided by some unknown accomplice, 
murdered her luisband *o its to obtain 
her freedom to tved the wealthy and 
infatuated Maurice Borderel, but that 
the killing of her stepmother wag un¬ 
premeditated and merely Incident to the 
tragedy 1* tho theory* of the State as 
outlined by Trouard Rlolle, th© Judfo 
Advocate, In opening the argument of 
the prosecution this afternoon. 

Driven to desperation by her finan¬ 
cial and domestic situation, the Judge 
Advocate contended, Mme. Stelnhell 
saw In Border©! a savior with whom, 
one© rkl of her husband, she could lira 
in luxury as wife. If possible; or mis¬ 
tress. Seeking to simulate In a graph¬ 
ic manner that her husband had been 
assassinated by burglars, who had 
bound and gagged herself and her step¬ 
mother. he argued, the defendant had 
brought Mme. Japy to her home, hut 
In the feverish haste the binding of 
the mother had been overdone and 
Mme. Ftelnetl found her dead when 
tho slaying of Stelnhell had been v»- 
comrplished. 

Th© Judgo Advocate admitted thr* 
tho crlmo of parricide did not app«'«u 
to be sufficiently establ'shod. but ha 
was convinced thaf the prisoner f 
called her husband and usslsted ’a 
hla murder. The prosecutor Jolndd In 
the earlier declaration of M. De Valles, 
the presiding Judge, that he would rule* 
before the Jury* the general question or 
the complicity of the accused. This 
was Interpreted as an acknowledgment 
that the cvldenco was not sufficient to 
maintain the chnrg© that Mme. Stein- 
hell was the principal and that, there¬ 
fore, he would ask for her conviction 
a* an accomplice. 

Throughout the crushing arraign¬ 
ment to-day the woman sat with 
bowed head dejectedly burled In h*r 
arms on the rail. Tho testimony r^i 
restricted to statements by a few 
friends of the defendant who consid¬ 
ered her incapable of the crime. A law¬ 
yer, M. Patatutt by name, who waa 8 n 
old frlepd of Mme. Stelnheli, deaerth, d 
her o« a veritable angel of love towns y 
her husband, and declared that her m- 
tir© life had been a heroic etruggG 
against adverse circumstance*. The 
Judge Advocate will conclude his argu¬ 
ment to-morrow afternoon. M. Aubln. 
counsel for defendant, wlIJ follow and 
a verdict probably will be rendered on 
Saturday.

Exceptions To Expression Attributed 
Recently To State Auditor 
James. 


Louisville lawy/er* who make & spe¬ 
cialty of examiningVitlea to real estate 
are taking exceptions to the statement* 
of Frank P. James. State Auditor, as to 
the recent decision of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, which was that the State holds a 
lien on land for taxes for seventeen 
years. Th© dispatch from Frankfort 
quotes Mr. James as saying that "It 
means that lawyer* will have to pay 
some thousands of dollars to tho State 
for taxes on lands which they have pro¬ 
nounced of good title, but on which back 
taxes were due.** The Louisville law¬ 
yers any that th© word "tome” should 
have been placed before "lawyer*" In¬ 
stead of before •’thouaanda," bo that 
the statement wmuld read "some law¬ 
yers will have to pay thousands of dol¬ 
lars to the State, e 
As a matter of fact, they *av here, 
few Louisville lawyers thought that 
State’s lien for tnx-s extended back for 
only five year*. All who examine title* 
In Louisville have been In the habit of 
looking hack for the full seventeen 
year* prescribed by tho decision of the 
Court of Appeals. As to city taxes th© 
rnattfcr Is different, for the city’s lien 
lasts only for five years and then th© 
claim Is barred unless suK for taxes Is 
pending So flvp years Is far enough 
back to trace city taxes, but th© Circuit 
Court records, alto, are sifted through-

Despondent. It Is sold. over a love 
affair. George Rice, aged 42 year*, 
walked Into the Domettic laundry of¬ 
fice. 409 South Fifth street, yesterday 
at about noon and fired a bullet Into his 
brain. He died almost Instantly after 
the shot bad been fired. 

Mr*. Emma PatlUo, who has charge 
of the offins was busy with her duties 
to the office when Rico entered, great¬ 
ly under the Influence of liquor, and 
crying, *T am going to end It aJl.** Ho 
placed the revolver to hla right tem¬ 
ple and fired. As noon as the shot had 
boon fired ho staggered and fell to the 
floor. Dr. H. C. Weber was called, but 
before the physician arrived the man 
was dead. 

Detective Str^ley was one of the 
first to reach the scene. He was stand¬ 
ing at Fifth and Green.,.streets when 
he heard the shot and ran Into the 
allqy at the rear of the laundry'. The 
detective was attracted to the laundry 
by the commotion among the girls, who 
were In a high state of excitement. 
Running about ringing their hands 
they were crying. “A man shot himself 
In the front part of the laundry.* One 
of the girl* wa* thrown Into a fit by the 
excitement and for some time was In 
a serious condition. 

Thv new* of the tragedy spread rnp- 
| Idly and In a few minute* a crowd that 
. blocked the street had gathered. The 
door* had to bo locked and police *ta- 
! tloned to prevent the morbid crowd 
from rushing Into the room, whore the 
khooting had occurred. •Even after the 
I Coroner, Dr. Charles I. Groves, had 
| viewed Ihe body and had It removed 
to Cralle’s undertaking establishment 
to be prepared for burial, the crowd 
| refused to disperse, 
i Detective Straley said that as he en¬ 
tered the office Airs. Patlllo was wring¬ 
ing her hand* and crying. "He’s killed 
himself, he’s klUed himself.” She said 
that she fond known the man all her 
I life, but would make no further state¬ 
ment. 

A> the croa^l Increased and the ex¬ 
citement grew more Intense, the wom¬ 
an became so wrought up that she 
could not even give her name. She was 
In a highly nervous state and could 
give no Intelligent account of the 
tragedy. Yesterday afternoon she had 
not recovered from the dhock and was 
| under the care of a physician at her 
home At 827 South Fifth street. 

On the body iof the man was found 
j a cerd giving his residence as 1420 
West Jefferson, street and bearing the 
name of Mr*. Josephine Greathaus, who 
live* There. Mr*. Greathau* stated 
yesterday afternoon that Rice came to 
her home Wednesday afternoon and 
secured board. She ...aid that he acted 
very queerly and that ut the breakfast 
table yesterday morning he stated that 
, he had been “turned down by a young 
Indy." 

On a table in his room was found a 
half-consumed bottle of whisky. Dur¬ 
ing the past few days. It 1s said that 
he has been drinking heavily.. 

According to Walter RatcllfiV*, secre¬ 
tary of the Domestic Laundry Com¬ 
pany. Rice fs a native of England, and 
came to Louisville from Indianapolis 
several weeks ago. Mr Ratliffe mid he 
had known him many years and that 
he was a pattern maker by trade, but 
that for many months his heavy drink- 
ing had kept him from doing any work. 
Some time ago he lived In Louisville 
and worked for the Henry Vogt Ma¬ 
chine Company and later for a like 
concern In Chicago. 

Rice was from 8 good family In Eng¬ 
land and two months ago received 
about $1,250 In iwttlemont of an estate. 
Practically this entire sum was spent 
before his death. On his body was 
found $8.75. what Is believed to be a 
remnant of the small fortune. 

The Coroner. Dr. Charles I. Groves,* 
said lost night that the man had died 
of a bullet wound In the right 
temple Inflicted by a 32-caliber re¬ 
volver,* whlrti was found after the 
shooting. The relatives of the dead 
man have been notified and the body 
Is being held Awaiting word from them.

The applications have 
been coming in thick and fast since the 
election, owing to ttfo fact that the re¬ 
port got out that there will be a clean 
sweep when W. O. Head goes in a 
Mayor. 

The two highest men In the force* ap 
plying for pension* are Fillmore Tyson, 
chief of the fire department, and MaJ. 
Ed 3urke. night chief of the police de¬ 
partment. Three captains of the fire de 
part menu Copt* Hager. Selvage and 
Tulley, are applying for pensions. Nu 
merous members of the police depart¬ 
ment have applied for pension*. 

Samuel Wilhite, city controller, says 
that the pension list In the police <!«** 
partment Is now eating up all the funds 
available, and any further|retirements 
will seriously embarrass the fund unless 
some other provision Is made for sup¬ 
plying the funds. Already the pension 
fund expenditures are over $17,000 year¬ 
ly and ttio resources for the fund ttflll 
reach only a shade above $16,000. 

Mayor (trlnstead was looking over the 
fist of application* for pensions yester 
day afternoon, hut he had nothing to 
say In regard to the matter. It has leak¬ 
ed out that some of those who have ap 
piled for pensions ore not entitled to 
them under the strict construction of 
the law, and. of course, this will be 
looked fhtn before pensions are granted. 
Any violation of the law Is liable, it Is 
sAid. to start something, and there will 
bo no pensions probably In the future. 
The great trouble has been In retiring 
police officers, who are able-bodied, and 
who are following other vocations, aopte 
of them making good salaries as special 
policemen and some of them being well 
provided for from private sources. In 
the fire department the law Is not taken 
advantage of so readily. 

At any rate therq to no question but 
what the law will be amended at the 
next session of the Legislature, so city 
officials believe. There Is a great desire 
that firemen who ore disabled on duty 
should be pensioned. When firemen are 
killed on duty there to a disposition' to 
pension their wrldowa The disposition 
is also to mak<* the law* apply where 
policemen are disabled on duty or who 
retire in needy circumstances. 

It Is not known what the members 
of the. two iniards will do to-duy In re¬ 
gard to the large number of applications. 
An official yesterday said that It wa* 
up to the boards as to whether the In¬ 
coming boards will not be embarrassed 
In handling the pension business here¬

The committee on the revision of the 
constitution recommended that the Na¬ 
tional Association renew Its agreement for 
ten years or until September 4. 1W1. The 
present agreement was entered Into at 
Chicago on September 6. LHJl. and was to 
run ten years ar until 1911. Some mem¬ 
bers of the association were of the opin¬ 
ion Midi the association expired In 1910 
and it was desired to renew It this year 
rather than to take any chances on some 
of the members feeling that It expires 
next September.

Th© people there 
have refused time and again to 
labor any part of their six days on the 
public roads. In consequence of this 
the turnpikes In that section are ln bad 
shape. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Cunningham, ns 
the overseer, a*nt notices to all those 
who live In this section to work the 
road. The reply cam© back In the 
form of a uote warning him If any 
more such notices were sent out. bis 
bam would be burned. 

However, one man turned out on the 
appointed day to work the roads. Cun¬ 
ningham rent out another lot of notices 
to work the rood, and the result was 
two wcrnlng notes that his ham w^oulti 
be burned 

The following morning two men ap¬ 
peared to work th© road. Cunningham 
sent the third notice and his bam wan 
burned. He says that on the morning 
following the burning all th© hands 
appeared for the purpose of working 
tho road, and that lie dismissed them. 
The recent grand Jury returned indict¬ 
ments agalrud nine citizens of that 
neighborliood, and as the majority of 
them were In Owenton at that lime, 
tney were arrested. They are all cut 
now on $2,000 bonds.

They also state that the Government 
of Costa Rica has protected against 
these invasions, hurried troops to the 
frontier, and appealed to tho United 
flt&tes to Intervene. 

It Is said also that President Zel.iyu, 
suspecting and fearing that Salvador is 
giving valuable assistance to the 
Nicaraguan rebels, boa in turn krniod 
2,000 disaffected Salvadoreans, vrhoi 
under Gen. Prudendo Alfaro, will en¬ 
deavor to foment a rebellion in Salva¬ 
dor. The ultimate purpose of this 
movement Is to involve as much of 
Central America In internal and ex¬ 
ternal conflicts as 1 * possible. 

STRONG REPRESENTATIONS 


Made To Obtain Release of American 
Gasoline Launch. 

Washington, Nov. 11.—Strong diplo¬ 
matic representations on the part of 
the Statu Department have resulted In 
tho release by th© Government of Hon¬ 
duras of the American gasoline launch 
“Perlaa." which was suixed and held 
at Puerto Cortex. The launch, which 
Is the property of the Port Peris* 
Banana Plantation Company of New 
York, was recently pressed into service 
by the revolutionists at Bluefields. 
Nicaragua. On tho arrival 6 f the 
launch at Puerto Cortex, with a single 
passenger, on her way to Puerto Bur- 
rlo*. tho vessel ran out of fuel and was 
obliged to put In there. She was seized 
by the Honduran authorities on tho 
grounds that she carried a sympathizer 
of the Nicaraguan revolution and that 
her clearance papers were irregular. 

The United States, however. Insisted 
that the vessel should be returned to 
its owners, but only after repeated rep¬ 
resentation* wa# the restoration kccom- 
pllshcd. 

There seams to bo no longer any 
doubt that Ute troops of the Nicaraguan 
Government, now engaged In fighting 
the revolutionists, have Invaded Costa 
Rica on the southern bank of the San 
Juan River. The Government of Costa 
Rica, the State Department I# informed, 
has asked Nicaragua for an explana¬ 
tion. 

Recent developments In Central 
America se©m to Indicate, official* be¬ 
lieve. that Honduras Is In full sympathy 
with the Zelaya Government and thut 
sbo has guns so far as to render sub¬ 
stantial aid in Its operation* against the 
revolutionists. This would be n viols- 
tlon of article 2 of the Washington 
Convention. 

The State Department Is watching 
with great Interest the development In 
the disturbed section Coata Rica Is 
believed to be acting In good faith and 
Zelaya’s Invasion of her territory Is 
thought to be without her knowledge or 
connivance. So far as tha 8 tate De¬ 
partment Is able to Judge from dis¬ 
patches It has received, the revolution¬ 
ists are making substa ntial headway.

WOUNDED PRESIDENT 

A FORCEFUL CITIZEN. 


J. K. Woodward was bom ln New Al¬ 
bany at the old Woodward residence, on 
Lower First street, near Main street &6 
years ago. His father was J. K. Wood¬ 
ward. one of the leading dry goods mer¬ 
chants of the city for over half a cen¬ 
tury. Mr. Woodward removed to Lou¬ 
isville about twenty-one years ago, but 
retained his business Interests In New 
Albany, particularly In the Merchants* 
National Bank, of which he was the 
president Every morning he came to 
New Albany, and was present^ at the 
opening of the bank, remaining until 
it closed at 3 o'clock In the afternoon. 
He was nearly as well known In the city 
as Mr. Fawcett, his cashier. His old 
friends called him “Kid” Woodward. He, 
like Mr. Fawcett. was a man of engag¬ 
ing manners, and had a host of friends 
In the city’ and throughout Floyd coun¬ 
ty. The old citizens. who had known 
and dealt with his father, liked him. and 
he made his banking house a very popu¬ 
lar Institution, As soon aa It w*as known 
that he was shot hla friends from Lou¬ 
isville began to arrive at the 8t- Ed¬ 
ward's City Hospital, and all afternoon 
and during last night the street In front 
of the hospital was crowded with auto¬ 
mobiles and other \ , ehlcles, the occu¬ 
pants dealring to know of his condition. 
When it was announced that there was 
a chance for his life there was general 
rejoicing amohg his many friends. 

After the shooting Mr. ’Woodward was 
at once taken to St. Edward's City Hoa- 
pltal and Dr. C. P. Cook, of New Al- 
bank. was called. Dr. Chenoweth, of 
Louisville, was telephoned for. and came 
over In an automobile. It was found that 
he* was shot through the liver, the bul¬ 
let entering below the b roast bone, 
through the middle line of the body to 
the right, backward and outwArd 
through the liver, and found embedded 
In the skin about four inches fmm the 
spine. The wound Is pronounced a very 
dangerous one. but not necessarily, fatal. 
Tt will take a day or two to deteVmlne 
the result. 

Mr. Woodwasd was married In Louis¬ 
ville about twenty-one years ago to 
Miss Clementine Davis. She came at 
once to the hospitat. after her husband 
was tken there. Mr. and Mrs. Wood¬ 
ward live on Park avenue. In Louisville. 
They formerly lived In Pewee Valloy 
and also at the Galt House. 

Mrs. Emma Wellman, a slater, who re¬ 
sides at Easd Ninth and Market streets. 
In New Albany, and Mr. Harry Wood¬ 
ward, a brother, who lives with her. were 
at the hospital a few minutes ufter the 
tragedy happened.

It was compiled from official 
records by Deitiarchus C. Brown, State 
Librarian, and Is the most comprehen¬ 
sive work of the kind ever issued from 
that office. It contains biographies and 
portrait* of the members of the last 
General Assembly; the Constitution of 
the State and list of the members who 
framed the Constitution; list of the 
members of the General Assembly from 
the first to the sixty-sixth sessions, 
inclusive; platforms of the two political 
parties In the last contest; list of all of 
the State officers and their salaries; 
list of t*u> United States Senators and 
Governors who have served from 1818 
to 1909. and a list of all tbs Uongress- 
men who hnvd served In the State from 
It* admission to the union in 1816 to 
the present day. 

New Albany has furnLhed her share 
of State officials, among them Ashbel 
P. Willard. Governor; Michael C. Kerr. 
Reporter Supreme Court, James H. 
Klee. Auditor of State; George V. 
Howk and Alexander Dowling. Judges 
of thw Supreme Court; Judge John H. 
Stotsenburg, Commissioner of tine Su¬ 
preme Court; Charles L. Jewett. Speak¬ 
er of the House of Representatives: 
Elijah Newland. Treasurer of State; 
Cyrus L. Dunham. Secretary' of State, 
Thomas L. Smith, Judge Supreme 
Court from 1847 to 1853.

Many Statesmen. 


In the list of Congressmen who have 
served from Indiana, the New Albany 
district has furnished quite a number 
of eminent statesmen from the time 
when there was only one Congressional 
district to the present, when there are 
thirteen districts. New Albany was 
formerly in the Second district. In¬ 
stead of the Third, as at present, and 
Jonathan Jennings, who was the first 
Governor of the State, served three 
terms: Cyrus L. Dunham served three 
terms; William H. English, who was 
1 he Democratic nominee for Vice Pres¬ 
ident In 1880. served three terms’, 
Michael C. Kerr, who became Speaker 
of the House of Representatives In 
1876 and died In that office, lived In 
New Albany and served four terms. 

lu the early days the Congressmen 
served for smaller pay than a Con¬ 
gressman now receives. 

The only Republican Congressman 
elected from the New Albany district 
was Robert J. Traceweil. of Corydon. 
who Is now Controller of the Treasury. 
He served frum 1896 to 1897, and has 
since remained In Washlhgton. 

Mr. Traceweil. who was In New' Al¬ 
bany recently, says Indiana Congress¬ 
men now draw an average of »9.600 a 
year In salaries and other allowances 
under the law', so that If a.Congress¬ 
man serves for four years he will have 
drawn 838,000 from the United States 
Treasury. Mr. Traceweil. who audits 
the accounts, marvels that more Demo¬ 
crats In the Third district do not seek 
the office of Congressman, as a nomi¬ 
nation is almost equivalent to an elec¬ 
tion.

to the financial standing of the city of 
Ltulsvllle. 

Robort W. Bingham, legal represen¬ 
tative in the Stale of Kentucky of the 
Consolidated Casualty Company, and L. 
W. Moody, of Chicago, and Mr. McChord 
conducted the negotiations yesterday 
The final papers In the transaction 
were recently signed by Robert B. Arm- 
ctrong. of Chicago, president of the Con- 
tollduted Casualty Company, while on .i 
visit to this city. 

The Consolidated Casualty Company 
was organised In Chicago about one 
year ago. but to-day has over $2,000,- 
000 Insurance In force.

Mark McGaffney Takes Life 
At Reformatory. 


LIS APPOINTED AT NOT BE0E1V- 
INO A PAROLE. 


IRA GRAVES DIES FROM AN AC¬ 
CIDENTAL SHOT. 


HAD BEEN OUT HUNTING. 


Fashioning a piece of bed sheet Into 
a rope, one end of which be made Into 
a loop and placed it over his neck, tying 
the other to a ga* pipe that acted as a 
conduit for an electric light wire, Wal¬ 
ter Moore, whose right name w'a* Mark 
McGaffney. aw'ung himself to eternity 
by jumping from bis cot at the Indiana 
Reformatory In Jeffersonville early 
yesterday morning. His body was 
found about 6:30 o'clock by Stephen 
McWorley. a guard. He summoned 
Capt. Leon Leaf, assistant superin¬ 
tendent and acting superintendent In 
the absence of l>r. D. C. Peyton, who 
Is out of the city, as soon a* possible, 
and Dr. Harry H. Smith, physician at 
the institution, was on hand in a few 
minutes. 

It was found the body was warm and 
alter it was cut dowa every’ effort ww 
made to restore life, but without avail. 
Coroner FYoman M. Coots wa» then no¬ 
tified, and he took charge of the corpse. 
No note was left by Moore, neither had 
he mud© any threats of what he was 
going to do. He had expected a parole 
at th* last meeting of tho board of 
trustee* and was greatly disappointed 
when ho did not get It. He was em¬ 
ployed In the chain shop and had great 
bopoa of being released. 

Moore had a cell by blmself on the 
second range of cellhouse B, and It was 
not noticed by Guard McWorley that he 
waa up during any part of Wednesday 
night and the nr i known of his at¬ 
tempt to kill himself was when his 
body was found banging bock of the 
grated door. Only a part of his sheet 
had been used and In making tho rope 
he had not exercised any groat care. 
His feet were near the ffoor. but not 
touching It. Each cell l» equipped with 
u gaeplpc conduit, and Moore is the 
fourth Inmate who has taken the route 
he did to death, the other* b«dng John 
Roach. May 24. 1908; Frank BUlwell* 
May 26. 1908. and Shurll Fletcher. 
March 18. 1906. 

At the Reformatory Moore did not 
have a good name and had been In 
trouble frequently, but on account of 
his health he was not as severely pun¬ 
ished ue he might have been other¬ 
wise. He came to the Institution from 
Indianapolis on November 18. 1903 to 
servo from two to fourteen years un¬ 
der a conviction to the charge of ut¬ 
tering a forged check, and at that time 
was 27 years old. He was known as a 
soap eater and at Indianapolis made a 
’’stall" that be had attempted to kill 
hlmaelf In that manner. He waa alto 
a "dope fiend," it Is claimed, at the 
time of bis arrest. was made a 

truaty after being at the reformatory 
some time, and oti Jun© 4. 1905, walked 
away from the bam. He was captured 
September 23 «rf the same year. Hi* 
only known relative Is Miss Lizzie 
Ryan, a sister, whose home Is at Rich¬ 
mond. Ind. He corresponded with her. 

Shoots Restive Accidentally, 

Ira Graves, who was 17 years old 
and a eon of Mr. and Mrs Charles 
Grave*, who live near Nabb. Clark 
county, Ind., eocno twenty mile* east 
of Jeffersonville. died yesterday nnom- 
mg at 4 o’clock from being accidentally 
shot the previous morning by hi* 
cousin. Kuraey Graves, who Is older. 
The two took advantage of tho first 
day of the open season for killing qual. 
to go hunting for bird*. They were In 
a cheerful mood and finally kicked up 
a covey of partridges. Both shot Into 
the bunch and one bird fell into the 
weeds. Both began to look for the 
bird and Huriey Graves at last located 
It. 

The two yv»ung men wire several feet 
apart and Hursey Graves, In a playful 
mood, ahouted at his cousin, "Here's 
your bird," and gave the quail a toes. 
At the same Instant In some manner 
the gun*carried by Hursey Graves was 
discharged. The load struck Ira 
Graves In the left side near the heart, 
and it Is supposed some of tho shot 
went Into the organ. Ira Grave© threw 
up his hands and fell, saying ho was 
shot. His cousin hurried to his side 
and assisted him to his home. Dr. 8. L. 
Adair was hurriedly summoned and 
saw at once the wound was a danger¬ 
ous one. but when the Injured boy * did 
not die at once there was some hope 
he might recover 

During Wednesday night he began to 
grow worse and yesterday morning 
died. He waa a well-liked young 
man and besides his father and mother 
Is survived by several brothers and a 
sister. Hursey Graves, who was the 
Innocent cause of hi* rousin’* death, 
l* almost distracted, although It f»
